2dly,  That  the  said  Visitors  shall  visit  ev¬ 
ery  hurt,  murdered,  poisoned,  or  any  other 
person  taken  away  extraordinary,  and  to  re¬ 
port  to  the  Magistrates  the  fact  as  it  is. 

3dly,  It  shall  be  lawful  to  the  said  Visitors, 
with  advice  of  their  brethren,  to  make  sta¬ 
tutes  for  the  common-weal  of  our  subjects 
anent  the  said  arts,  and  using  thereof  faith¬ 
fully  ;  and  the  Breachers  thereof  to  be  pun¬ 
ished  and  unlawed  according  to  the  fault. 

4thly,  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  any  man¬ 
ner  of  person  within  the  said  bounds  to  exer¬ 
cise  Medicine,  without  the  testimonial  of  a 
famous  University  where  Medicine  is  taught, 
or  the  leave  of  Our,  or  Our  dearest  Spouse’s, 
chief  Medicinaries ;  and  in  case  they  failzie, 
it  shall  be  lawful  to  the  said  Visitors  to  chal¬ 
lenge,  pursue  and  inhibit  them  from  using 
and  exercising  the  said  arts  of  Medicine,  under 
the  pain  of  Forty  pounds,  to  be  distributed 
the  one  half  to  the  J udge,  the  other  half  to 
the  poor,  toties  quoties,  if  they  be  found  exer¬ 
cising  the  same,  ay  and  while,  they  bring 
sufficient  testimonials  as  said  is. 
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5thly,  That  no  manner  of  person  sell  any 
Druggs  in  the  City  of  Glasgow  except  the 
same  be  sighted  by  the  said  Visitors,  and  by 
William  Spang,  Apothecary,  under  pain  of 
confiscation  of  the  Druggs. 

6thly,  That  none  shall  sell  Matt’s  poison,  as 
Arsnick  or  Sublimat,  under  the  pain  of  one 
hundred  Merks ;  except  only  the  Apotheca¬ 
ries,  who  shall  be  bound  to  take  caution  of 
the  buyers,  for  cost,  skaith,  and  damage. 

7thly,  That  the  said  Visitors,  their  brethren 
and  Successors,  shall  conveen  every  first  Mon¬ 
day  of  ilk  Month,  at  some  convenient  place, 
to  visit  and  give  counsel  to  poor  diseased  folks, 
gratis. 

Last  of  all,  given  and  granted  to  the  said

Section  IV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That 
within  one  calendar  month  after  the  passing 
of  this  act,  and  thereafter  annually,  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians  in  Edinburgh  shall 
elect  four  of  their  ordinary  resident  fellows 
as  inspectors  of  mad-houses ;  and  that  the 
Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  Glas¬ 
gow  shall  in  like  manner,  within  one  calen¬ 
dar  month  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  and 
thereafter  annually,  elect  four  of  their  ordin¬ 
ary  resident  members  as  inspectors  of  mad¬ 
houses. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  within  two 
calendar  months  after  the  passing  of  this  act, 
the  sheriff-depute  or  substitute  of  Edinburgh 
or  Mid  Lothian,  shall  employ  any  of  the  said 
four  fellows  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physi¬ 
cians  of  Edinburgh,  to  inspect  every  house 
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which  shall  be  then  kept  for  the  reception,

On  the  second  day  of  April,  1821,  several 
additional  regulations  and  amendments  were 
made  with  regard  to  the  Library,  which  are 
introduced  into  their  proper  places  in  this 
Copy. 


CHAPTER  I. 

OF  MEETINGS,  AND  THEIR  ORDER  OF 
PROCEEDING. 

1.  A  meeting  of  Faculty  shall  be  held  in 
the  Hall,  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month, 
at  eleven  o’clock  forenoon,  which  Meeting 
shall  be  notified  by  a  card  from  the  Preses  or 
Visitor,  left  by  the  Officer  at  the  house  of 
every  Member  residing  in  Glasgow.  When 
the  first  Monday  happens  to  be  the  day  after 
the  Sacrament,  the  Meeting  shall  be  held  on 
the  Tuesday  following. 
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2.  The  Preses  and  Visitor,  either  conjointly  Meetings, 
or  the  one  without  the  other,  shall  have 
power  to  call  an  extraordinary  Meeting  upon 

any  business  which  they  think  of  importance. 

3.  Any  number  of  Members  not  less  than 
six,  may  require  a  special  Meeting  to  be  called 
by  the  Preses,  or  in  his  absence  by  the  Visi¬ 
tor.  If  the  Preses  or  Visitor  do  not  comply 
with  this  requisition  within  two  days  after  it 
is  made,  the  Preses  or  Visitor  who  has  ne¬ 
glected  to  do  so,  shall  be  subject  to  such  cen¬ 
sure  as  the  Faculty  may  choose  to  inflict. 

4.  The  particular  business  of  such  extraor¬ 
dinary  or  special  Meetings,  must  always  be 
mentioned  in  the  card  by  which  they  are 
summoned. 

5.  The  Preses  and  Visitor,  with  one- fifth 
of  the  resident  Members,  shall  be  a  quorum , 
and  shall  have  full  power  to  transact  any 
business  brought  before  them,  provided  that 
every  Member  residing  in  town  shall  have 
been  apprized  of  the  Meeting,  by  a  billet  left 
at  his  house,  at  least  twenty -four  hours  before 
the  Meeting  is  held. 
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6.  When  the  Preses  and  Visitor  are  both 
absent,  or  confined  by  sickness,  the  duty  of 
summoning  ordinary,  extraordinary,  and  spe¬ 
cial  Meetings  on  the  requisition  of  Members, 
shall  devolve  on  the  Preses  or  Visitor  preced¬ 
ing,  under  the  same  regulations  and  penalties 
above-mentioned. 

7.  At  ordinary  Meetings,  a  quorum  being 
present,  the  Preses  is  authorized  to  proceed  to 
business  ten  minutes  after  the  hour  for  which 
the  Meeting  is  summoned. 

8.  At  these  Meetings,  the  Minutes  of  the 
former  Meeting  being  read  by  the  Clerk,  and 
approved  of,  the  Faculty  shall  first  discuss 
what  business  the  Preses  may  have  to  pro¬ 
pose,  and  afterwards  proceed  to  whatever  mat¬ 
ters  may  be  suggested  by  any  of  the  Members. 

9-  Every  Member  inclining  to  speak,  shall 
first  rise  up  before  he  address  the  Preses  or 
Visitor  in  the  chair. 

10.  In  special  Meetings,  called  by  requisi¬ 
tion,  the  Preses  shall  ask  the  Members  who 
made  the  requisition,  to  state  the  business 
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which  they  wish  to  lay  before  the  Faculty,  Meetings, 
before  hearing  the  observations  of  any  other 
Member. 

11.  When  a  proposal  for  a  new  regulation 
is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  referred  to  a 
Committee,  consisting  of  the  mover  and  se¬ 
conder,  and  other  three  Members  named  by 
the  Preses,  which  Committee  shall  report  on 
the  proposal  at  next  Meeting,  when  the  Facul¬ 
ty  shall  proceed  to  take  it  into  consideration. 

12.  No  new  regulation  shall  pass  into  a 
law,  and  particularly  no  grant  of  money  shall 
be  made,  at  the  Meeting  in  which  the  propo¬ 
sal  is  introduced,  but  shall  lie  a  month  on  the 
table,  that  an  opportunity  may  be  afforded  to 
all  the  Members  to  consider  the  proposal  ma¬ 
turely.  * 

13.  No  new  Regulation  can  be  rescinded 
or  altered  during  the  space  of  twelve  months 
after  it  is  enacted. 


*  The  Faculty  may  vote  occasional  charity,  to  the  ex¬ 
tent  of  one  pound,  without  the  proposal  lying  over  for 
one  month. 
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Meetings.  14.  All  subjects  brought  before  the  Faculty 
shall  be  regularly  considered,  and  no  new  one 
introduced  till  the  business  in  hand  is  dis¬ 
posed  of. 

15.  No  Member  shall  vote  in  the  Faculty 
who  is  not  an  indweller  in  the  city  of  Glas¬ 
gow  or  suburbs ;  and  a  Member  not  having 
paid  his  fines,  or  having  received  charity  or 
pension  from  the  Faculty,  shall  have  no  right 
to  vote  at  any  Meeting,  till  he  discharge  his 
fines  due,  and  refund  the  money  he  has  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Faculty. 

16.  Every  question  under  deliberation  in 
the  Faculty,  shall  be  put  to  the  vote,  if  that 
be  required  by  any  three  Members  present. 

17.  At  every  ordinary  Meeting,  two  Mem¬ 
bers  in  rotation  shall  be  nominated  for  the  en¬ 
suing  month,  to  vaccinate  in  the  Hall  every 
Monday — the  nomination  to  be  mentioned  in 
the  particular  Members’  cards  to  that  Meeting; 
and  a  Member  so  nominated,  and  failing  to 
attend,  or  send  as  a  substitute  a  Member  of 
Faculty,  shall,  toties  quoties ,  be  fined  in  half 
a  guinea  to  the  funds  of  the  Library. 
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CHAPTER  II. 

OFFICE-BEARERS. 

1.  The  election  of  Office-Bearers  shall  al¬ 
ways  take  place  on  the  first  Monday  of  Octo¬ 
ber,  and  as  this  is  the  proper  business  of  the 
day,  it  shall  have  the  preference  to  every 
other  business.

2.  The  Preses  shall  be  elected  by  ballot, 
and  preside  in  all  Meetings  of  the  Faculty 
for  one  year.  Besides  having  one  vote  as  an 
ordinary  Member,  he  shall,  in  cases  of  equal¬ 
ity,  have  a  casting  vote  as  umpire. 

Ftsttor* 

3.  On  the  same  day  the  Visitor  shall  be 
elected  also  by  ballot,  who  shall  preside  in  the 
Faculty  in  absence  of  the  Preses,  and  when 
presiding,  shall  have  a  casting  vote  as  umpire. 

4.  When  the  Preses  and  Visitor  are  absent,

absence,  by  any  preceding  Preses  or  Visitor. 

5.  If  any  vote,  motion,  or  business,  be  de¬ 
termined  on  at  a  Meeting,  contrary  to  the 
forms  established  by  the  Laws;  the  same  shall 
be  null,  and  of  no  effect,  and  the  Preses,  Vi¬ 
sitor,  or  Member  officiating  as  Preses,  when 
such  vote,  motion,  or  business  is  determined 
on,  shall  incur  a  penalty  of  five  shillings,  for 
having  allowed  the  measure  to  pass  contrary 
to  the  Laws,  without  giving  proper  intima¬ 
tion  of  the  same;  and  every  Member  who 
persists  in  bringing  forward  any  measure  con¬ 
trary  to  the  Laws,  after  having  been  informed 
of  the  same,  shall  forfeit  two  shillings  and 
sixpence  for  each  offence. 

Collector, 

6.  The  Collector  is  also  chosen  by  ballot. 

7.  l’he  Collector  shall  demand,  if  necessary 
pursue  for,  and  receive,  all  money  and  debts 
due  to  the  public  fund  of  the  Faculty,  and 
take  the  management  of  all  property  in  mo- 
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ney,  lands  and  houses,  belonging  to  the  said 
fund,  and  shall  be  accountable  to  the  Faculty 
for  the  same ;  and  when  any  difficulty  occurs 
in  the  execution  of  his  trust,  he  shall  acquaint 
the  Faculty  therewith,  whose  instructions  he 
shall  strictly  observe. 

8.  The  two  Collectors  immediately  preced¬ 
ing,  and  the  Collector  of  the  Widows’  Fund, 
shall  form  a  regular  Committee,  to  assist  the 
Collector  in  auditing  accounts  due  by  the 
Faculty,  in  reporting  on  the  pensioners,  and 
in  repairing  and  letting  their  lands  and  houses. 
The  Collector  shall  lodge  the  money  he  re¬ 
ceives  in  one  of  the  Glasgow  Banks,  in  his 
own  name  and  that  of  the  Committee,  and  it 
shall  be  uplifted  only  by  drafts,  signed  by  at 
least  one  of  the  Committee  along  with  him¬ 
self.  He  may  retain  a  sum  not  exceeding 
twenty  pounds  in  his  hands  for  occasional 
demands.  The  Collector’s  accounts  shall  be 
examined  by  a  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Preses  for  that  purpose,  at  the  Meeting  in 
October,  which  Committee  shall  make  their 
report  at  the  Meeting  in  November. 

9*  The  Collector,  or  any  other  Member, 
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so 
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shall  not  be  permitted  to  expend  money  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Faculty,  on  any  pretence  what¬ 
ever,  witiiout  an  express  order  from  the  Fa¬ 
culty. 


10.  Two  Box-Masters  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot. 

11.  The  Box-Masters  shall  faithfully  keep 
the  keys  of  the  strong  box,  containing  the 
Charter,  bonds,  and  other  valuable  papers  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Faculty,  for  which  they  shall 
be  accountable. 

12.  No  books  or  papers  shall  be  given  out 
by  the  Box-Masters,  but  by  an  order  of  the 
Faculty;  and  every  new  Box-Master  shall, 
on  their  entry  to  office,  compare  the  contents 
of  the  Box  with  the  Inventory. 


IS.  The  Seal- Keeper  shall  be  chosen  by 
ballot,  who  shall  keep  the  Seal  of  the  Facul¬ 
ty.  He  shall  prepare  the  diplomas,  and  shall 
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affix  the  Seal  to  them  and  to  other  writings, 
as  required  by  the  Preses  for  that  purpose. 


assistant  ^xamuiatcsrs, 

14.  In  addition  to  these  six  Office-Bearers, 
who  are  also  Examinators,  there  shall  be  cho¬ 
sen  at  the  same  time,  also  by  ballot,  six  other 
Examinators,  which  twelve  Examinators  shall 
be  divided  into  three  Committees;  the  Pre¬ 
ses,  Visitor,  and  Collector,  being  respectively 
Conveners  of  these  Committees.  The  candi¬ 
dates  for  examination  shall  be  equally  divided 
among  these  Committees,  and  three  Exami¬ 
nators  shall  be  a  quorum.  The  fee  of  two 
guineas  for  each  Member  of  Faculty  or  Town 
Licentiate,  and  one  guinea  for  each  Country 
Licentiate,  shall  be  divided  among  the  Exa¬ 
minators,  who  are  present  from  the  beginning 
to  the  end  of  the  examinations. 

15.  All  who  have  been  elected  to  the  above- 
mentioned  offices,  may  be  continued  in  them 
for  a  second  year,  if  the  Faculty  shall  judge 
proper. 

16.  If  a  Member,  elected  to  an  office  which

he  has  not  held  formerly,  shall  refuse  to  ac¬ 
cept,  he  shall  forfeit  five  guineas  to  the  fund. 
In  case  of  refusing  payment  of  this  fine,  the 
Member  shall  be  excluded  from  voting  at  the 
Meetings,  as  in  Article  15  Chap.  I. ;  and  from 
borrowing  books  from  the  Library,  as  in  Ar¬ 
ticle  16  Chap.  III.

17.  On  the  day  of  the  general  election,  the 
Preses  and  Visitor  shall  each  name  a  Member 
of  Faculty,  to  assist  them  in  inspecting  and 
visiting  all  shops  and  places  in  Glasgow  where 
Drugs  and  Medicines  are  sold,  that  if  they  be 
of  bad  quality,  this  should  be  detected,  and 
necessary  measures  adopted,  agreeably  to  the 
powers  contained  in  the  Faculty’s  Charter. 

18.  Physicians  and  Surgeons  are  equally 
elegible  to  all  the  above  offices. 

Citric 

19.  On  the  same  day,  the  Faculty  shall 
choose  a  Clerk  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  who 
shall  give  due  attendance  upon  the  Faculty, 
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and  shall  receive  a  salary  of  twenty-five 
pounds. 


20.  The  Officer  shall  also  be  chosen  by  plm 
rality  of  votes.  He  shall  give  due  attendance 
on  the  Faculty,  and  shall  receive  ten  pounds 
ten  shillings  of  salary,  one  pound  ten  shillings 
a  year  for  clothing,  five  shillings  for  every 
Member  admitted,  and  shall  be  allowed  to 
charge  five  shillings  for  every  diploma  granted 
by  the  Faculty.  He  shall  also  give  assistance 
to  the  Librarian,  and  shall  receive  five  guineas 
additional  for  this  service. 

SI.  All  the  above  Office-bearers  shall,  at 
the  term  of  their  election,  or  at  the  next 
Meeting  thereafter,  take  the  oath  de  jideli 
administra  tione . 

22.  When  any  of  the  above  offices  shall 
become  vacant  by  death,  demission,  or  remo¬ 
val  from  Glasgow,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
up  at  the  next  ordinary  Meeting,  in  the 
same  way  as  at  the  general  election.

CHAPTER  III. 

LIBRARIAN  AND  LIBRARY. 

1.  The  Librarian  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot 
on  the  same  day,  and  may  be  either  a  Physi¬ 
cian  or  Surgeon.  The  Preses  shall  appoint 
two  Physicians  and  two  Surgeons,  who,  with 
the  Librarian,  shall  be  a  Committee  for  man¬ 
aging  the  affairs  of  the  Library.  Of  this 
Committee  three  shall  be  a  quorum ,  provided 
the  whole  shall  have  been  summoned  twenty- 
four  hours  before  the  time  of  meeting.  The 
Collector  for  the  time  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a 
member  of  the  Library  Committee. 

2.  The  Library  Committee  shall  meet  the 
third  Monday  of  every  month,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  deciding  on  the  ordering  of  such  Books 
as  have  been  recommended  by  the  Members, 
and  for  any  other  business  connected  with  the 
Library. 

3.  No  Books  shall  be  lent  out  of  the  Library 
but  to  Members  of  Faculty. 
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4.  The  Library  shall  be  open  for  the  giving  Library, 
out  and  reception  of  Books,  three  days  a-week, 

viz.  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday,  from 
three  to  four  o’clock  each  day.  The  Officer 
shall  be  assistant  to  the  Librarian,  and  may 
give  out  and  receive  Books  in  the  Librari¬ 
an’s  absence. 

5.  When  orders  for  Books  are  presented, 
they  must  specify  the  place  of  each  Book  in 
the  Library,  and  be  subscribed  by  the  Mem¬ 
ber  for  whom  they  are  wanted. 

6.  Ten  volumes  shall  be  allowed  to  be  in 
possession  of  any  Member  of  Faculty  resi¬ 
dent  in  town  or  its  neighbourhood.  Mem¬ 
bers  having  need  of  more,  may  be  allowed 
double  that  number,  on  application  to  that 
effect  to  the  Faculty. 

7.  The  Books  which  are  returned  to  the  Lib¬ 
rary,  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  signed 
list. 

8.  New  pamphlets,  or  periodical  works,  shall 
not  be  kept  longer  than  two  weeks. 
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Library,  9-  New  Books  shall  not  be  kept  longer  than 
one  month. 

10.  New  Books,  as  soon  as  purchased,  shall 
be  deposited  in  an  open  press,  and  there  re¬ 
main  for  one  month,  for  the  occasional  perusal 
of  the  Members  in  the  Hall.  A  list  of  these 
shall  be  given  to  the  Officer,  who  shall  ascer¬ 
tain,  every  evening,  if  any  of  them  have  been 
removed,  and  shall  notify  the  same  to  the 
Librarian. 

11.  During  the  time  that  new  Books  are 
lying  in  an  open  press  in  the  Library,  any 
Member,  after  four  o’clock  afternoon,  may 
take  a  volume  from  the  press,  leaving  his 
name  with  the  Officer.  If  the  Member  take 
the  Book  without  leaving  his  name,  he  shall 
incur  a  fine  of  five  shillings.  Unless  he  return 
the  Book  by  eleven  o’clock  next  day,  he  shall 
forfeit  a  fine  of  sixpence,  and  so  on  in  suc¬ 
cession, — a  sixpence  for  every  day  that  the 
Book  is  not  returned. 

12.  All  Books,  without  exception,  shall  be 
returned  to  the  Library,  on  the  third  Mon¬ 
day  of  September  every  year. 
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13.  The  Library  Committee  shall,  upon  Library, 
the  last  Monday  of  September  every  year* 
examine  all  the  Books  of  the  Library  by  the 
Catalogue.  The  Collector  of  the  Faculty 

shall  attend,  and  lay  before  the  Committee  all 
accounts  of  Books  which  he  has  paid  since 
the  last  examination.  The  Committee  shall 
examine  said  accounts,  and  make  a  Report 
of  the  same  to  the  Faculty  at  the  next  Meet¬ 
ing,  and  this  Report  shall  fix  the  stock  of  the 
Library,  when  it  is  transmitted  to  the  care  of 
every  new  keeper. 

14.  The  Library  Committee  shall,  besides, 
examine  the  Library  three  times  in  the  year, 
and  shall  make  a  Report  of  such  examination 
at  the  Faculty  Meetings  in  January,  April, 
and  July. 

15.  The  Library  Committee  shall  be  judges 
of  all  damages  done  to  the  Books,  and  shall 
determine  what  reparation  shall  be  made  for 
the  same. 

16.  No  Member  who  is  in  debt  to  the 
Faculty,  or  has  received  charity  not  yet  re¬ 
funded,  shall  be  permitted  to  borrow  Books 
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from  the  Faculty.  In  particular  cases,  on  the 
application  of  the  Member,  the  Faculty  may 
dispense  with  this  restriction. 

17.  Books  with  fine  plates,  shall  be  given 
out  to  Members  under  such  regulations  for 
their  preservation,  as  the  Library  Committee 
may  think  proper. 

18.  A  Book  shall  be  kept  in  the  Hall,  in 
which  every  Member  many  propose  any  new 
publication  to  be  purchased.  These  proposals 
shall  be  judged  of  by  the  Library  Committee, 
who  alone  shall  have  the  power  to  order  the 
purchase  of  Books. 

19.  No  Books  above  ten  pounds  value 
shall  be  ordered,  but  by  a  vote  of  the  Faculty. 

20.  When  a  Volume  has  been  in  the  pos¬ 
session  of  any  Member  for  one  month,  and 
is  sought  for  by  another  Member,  it  may  be 
called  in  by  the  Librarian,  or  his  Assistant. 
Unless  it  be  returned  next  Library  day  but 
one,  the  Member  transgressing  shall  incur  a 
fine  of  two  shillings  and  sixpence,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Library. 
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CHAPTER  IV. 

PARTICULAR,  APPOINTMENTS. 

1.  On  the  first  Monday  of  January,  annu¬ 
ally,  three  Members  of  the  Faculty  shall  be 
chosen  Managers  of  the  Glasgow  Royal  In¬ 
firmary.  Two  of  them  must  always  be  Sur¬ 
geons  ;  but  when  neither  the  Professor  of 
Anatomy,  nor  the  Professor  of  Medicine  in 
the  College  of  Glasgow,  are  Physicians,  the 
third  Member  to  be  nominated  by  the  Fa¬ 
culty  must  be  a  Physician.  If  the  Preses  of 
the  Faculty  (who  is  a  Manager,  ex  officio,) 
shall  happen  to  be  either  Professor  of  Ana¬ 
tomy  or  of  Medicine,  a  fourth  Manager  shall 
be  nominated  by  the  Faculty,  who  must  be 
a  Physician.  When  the  Preses  of  the  Faculty 
is  a  Surgeon,  in  order  to  keep  up  the  requisite 
number  of  Physicians  in  the  management  of  the 
Infirmary,  one  of  the  Managers  chosen  by  the 
Faculty  must  on  this  account  be  a  Physician. 

2.  On  the  same  day,  two  Members  shall  be 
chosen  to  be  Managers,  on  the  part  of  the 
Faculty,  to  the  Glasgow  Lunatic  Asylum. 


Particular 

Appoint¬ 

ments. 
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3.  On  the  first  ordinary  Meeting  after  Can- 
dlemass,  annually,  three  Members  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot,  Managers  of  Stirling’s  Lib¬ 
rary,  according  to  the  will  of  the  founder. 

4.  On  the  first  Monday  of  July,  annually, 
four  of  the  resident  Members  shall  be  chosen 
Inspectors  of  Mad-houses,  in  terms  of  the  Act 
55  Geo.  III.  c.  69,  entitled,  “  An  Act  to  re¬ 
gulate  Mad-houses  in  Scotland.” 

5.  At  the  ordinary  Meeting  in  December, 
two  Members  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  Ma¬ 
nagers  of  the  Lock  Hospital,  agreeably  to 
the  laws  of  that  corporation. 
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CHAPTER  V. 

ADMISSION  OF  MEMBERS,  AND  GRANTING 

LICENSES. 

1.  Every  Candidate  for  admission  to  the 
Faculty  as  a  Surgeon  and  Pharmacian,  must 
intimate  his  wish  to  be  received  on  trials  to 
the  Preses  of  the  Faculty,  and  at  the  same 
time  furnish  him  with  documents  sufficient 
to  prove,  that  he  has  studied  Medical  Science 
three  complete  winter  sessions,  (except  he  has 
served  an  apprenticeship  of  at  least  three 
years  to  a  regular  practitioner,  when  the 
term  of  study  may  be  limited  to  two 
years,)  either  in  a  University,  or  under  Resi¬ 
dent  *  Members  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
or  Surgeons  of  London,  Edinburgh  or  Dub¬ 
lin,  or  under  Members  of  the  Faculty,  and 
that  in  this  period  he  has,  during  the  winter 
sessions  of  at  least  three  months’  duration, 
attended  public  lectures  on  the  following  sub¬ 
jects,  viz.  two  courses  on  Anatomy  and  Sur¬ 
gery,  one  on  Chemistry,  one  on  the  Theory 


*  Resident  Members  are  those,  who  reside  in  the  cities 
where  these  Colleges  are  respectively  situated. 
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of  Physic,  one  on  the  Practice  of  Physic, 
one  on  Materia  Medica,  including  Diatetics 
Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy,  and  one  on 
Midwifery,  and  that  he  has  attended  twelve 
months  in  a  public  hospital,  and  has  studied 
practical  Pharmacy  in  a  Surgeon’s  or  Apothe¬ 
cary’s  shop  for  at  least  six  months.  * 

This  intimation  and  these  documents  being 
reported  to  the  Faculty,  they  shall,  if  no  ob¬ 
jections  be  stated,  order  the  Examinators  to 
take  the  Candidate  under  trial,  and  report  at 
next  ordinary  Meeting.  If  the  report  of  the 
Examinators  is  favourable,  the  Faculty  shall 
order  him  to  write  a  discourse  on  some  sub¬ 
ject  in  Surgery,  and  to  prepare  a  specimen  of 
compound  medicines  at  the  sight  of  two  Exa¬ 
minators,  to  be  produced  for  the  inspection  of 
the  Members  at  next  Meeting.  A  sufficient 
time  before  this  Meeting,  the  Candidate  shall 
give  in  his  Essay  to  the  Convener  of  his  Exa¬ 
minators,  who  shall  produce  it  at  the  next 
Meeting  of  Faculty,  and  if  necessary  question 


*  The  Examinators  shall  have  a  discretionary  power 
tojiidge  of  the  medical  education,  in  particular  cases,  of 
those  practitioners  who  have  been  in  practice  previous  to 
the  time  (1811)  when  the  Faculty  fixed  upon  the  above 
curriculum. 
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the  Candidate  with  regard  to  it.  Any  Mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Faculty  may  ask  whatever  ques¬ 
tions,  connected  with  the  Essay,  he  may  think 
proper.  The  Essay  shall  afterwards  be  pre¬ 
served  by  the  Librarian.  If  the  Faculty  are 
satisfied  with  these  trials,  the  Candidate  shall 
be  admitted  on  his  taking  and  subscribing  the 
oath,  *  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose. 

2.  Every  Candidate  for  admission  as  a  Mem¬ 
ber  of  Faculty,  to  act  as  a  Physician  only, 
shall  make  application  to  the  Preses  in  man¬ 
ner  before-mentioned,  shall  produce  his  degree 
as  Doctor  of  Medicine,  and  likewise  docu¬ 
ments  sufficient  to  prove,  in  a  satisfactory 
manner,  that,  previous  to  obtaining  his  degree, 
he  had  studied  Medicine  and  attended  Lec¬ 
tures,  as  prescribed  for  Surgeons  in  the  fore¬ 
going  Article.  If  the  Faculty  are  satisfied 
with  his  education  and  character,  the  Candi- 
date,  having  taken  and  subscribed  the  oath  as 
above,  shall  be  admitted,  upon  his  degree,  to 
practise  as  a  Physician  only ;  but  if  he  in¬ 
tends  to  practise  Surgery  and  Pharmacy,  he 
shall  previously  undergo  the  trials  as  in  the 
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*  See  Appendix. 
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Admission  last  Article ;  and  if  he  shall  make  it  his  com- 

of  Mem¬ 
bers,  &c.  mon  business  to  practise  Surgery  or  Pharma¬ 
cy,  without  signifying  such  intention,  and 
undergoing  such  examination,  he  shall  be  ex¬ 
pelled  from  the  Faculty,  and  shall  be  liable  to 
be  prosecuted  as  an  irregular  practitioner,  and 
shall  have  no  claim  whatever  to  any  of  the 
privileges  as  a  Member  of  Faculty,  nor  shall 
his  wife  or  children  have  any  claim  on  the 
Funds  of  the  Faculty,  or  upon  the  Widows’ 
Fund. 

8.  Before  a  Candidate  can  be  admitted  a 
Member  of  Faculty,  and  Contributor  to  the 
Widows’  Fund,  he  shall  produce  sufficient 
documents  of  his  age,  and  also  a  certificate 
from  two  Members,  that  he  is  in  health  at  the 
time,  and  free  from  any  disease  that  has  a 
tendency  to  shorten  life. 

4.  A  Candidate  for  a  Diploma  as  a  Licen¬ 
tiate,  shall  have  studied  during  the  same  pe¬ 
riod,  shall  have  attended  the  same  Lectures, 
and  shall  in  every  respect  undergo  the  same 
examinations,  as  a  Candidate  for  admission ; 
but  the  Preses,  upon  the  Candidate’s  applica¬ 
tion,  and  after  having  seen  the  evidence  of  his 
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studies,  and  having  the  usual  fees  for  a  Di¬ 
ploma  lodged  in  his  hands,  shall  have  power 
to  remit  him  to  a  division  of  the  Exa- 
minators,  to  take  him  under  trial ;  and  if 
found  qualified,  the  Examinators  shall  ap¬ 
point  him  a  subject  for  an  Essay,  and  a  spe¬ 
cimen  of  his  skill  in  Pharmacy,  to  be  pre¬ 
pared  at  the  sight  of  two  of  their  number  ; 
and  the  Examinators,  having  reported  at  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  Faculty,  or  at  a  ge¬ 
neral  Meeting  of  all  the  Examinators,  which 
the  Preses  may  call  for  the  purpose,  the  Con¬ 
vener  of  the  division  of  Examinators  having 
perused  the  Essay,  and  the  Candidate  having 
produced  his  specimen  in  Pharmacy,  the 
Meeting  of  Faculty  or  of  Examinators  being 
satisfied,  shall  upon  his  taking  and  subscrib¬ 
ing  the  oath**  grant  him  a  Diploma  as  a  Li¬ 
centiate  of  Faculty,  authorizing  him  to  prac¬ 
tise  Surgery  and  Pharmacy  within  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  Faculty. 

5.  If  the  Candidate  pay  to  the  Collector 
the  sum  of  Twenty  Guineas,  then  he  shall  be 
denominated  a  Town  Licentiate ,  and  his  Li-

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Admission  cense  shall  be  without  any  exception,  only  he 
bers,  &c.  shall  on  receiving  his  Diploma  subscribe,  along 
with  his  oath,  the  following  Declaration  : — 

/,  A.  B.,  Declare  that  the  Twenty  Guineas 
paid  by  me  to  the  Collector  of  the  Faculty ,  is 
in  respect  of  my  License  alone ,  and  that  on 
account  of  it  I  have  no  claim  on  the  Funds  or 
other  property  of  the  Faculty. 

6.  If  the  Candidate  pay  to  the  Collector 
only  five  guineas,  then  he  shall  be  denomin¬ 
ated  a  Country  Licentiate ,  and  his  License 
shall  be  with  the  exception  of  the  City  and 
Suburbs,  consisting  of  Anderston,  Tradeston, 
Gorbals,  Hutchesontown,  Calton,  and  Bridge¬ 
town,  and  on  receiving  his  Diploma  he  shall 
along  with  his  oath,  come  under  and  subscribe 
the  following  obligation  : — 

/,  A.  B.,  at  the  time  of  my  being  Licensed 
by  the  Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Glasgow  to  practise  Surgery  and  Pharmacy 
within  the  bounds  subjected  to  thew  jurisdic¬ 
tion,  by  Royal  Charter ,  ratified  by  Act  of 
Parliament ,  do  acknowledge  the  said  License 
to  be  granted,  with  the  exception  of  the  City 
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of  Glasgow  and  its  suburbs ,  in  which  are  in¬ 
cluded  Gorbals,  Calton  and  Anderston ,  and  I 
accept  of  it  as  containing  the  said  Exception , 
and  I  promise,  and  hereby  bind  and  oblige 
myself,  if  ever  I  shall  settle  in  the  City  or  its 
suburbs  to  practise  Physic,  Surgery  or  Phar¬ 
macy,  to  pay,  previous  to  my  said  settlement, 
or  upon  the  first  term  of  Candlemas,  Whitsun¬ 
day,  Lammas,  or  Martinmas  thereafter,  the 
sum  of  Fifty  Guineas,  or  whatever  other  sum 
of  money  shall  be  the  Freedom  fine  exacted 
from  a  Town  Licentiate  at  that  time,  together 
with  a  fifth  part  of  the  said  sum  in  name  of 
penalty  in  case  of  failure ;  and  I  hereby  de¬ 
clare,  that  the  term  of  payment  shall  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  a  Certificate  under  the  hand  of  the 
Officer  of  the  Faculty  for  the  time ,  specifying 
the  time  when  I  began  to  practise,  as  afore¬ 
said,  and  the  amount  of  the  Freedom  fine  shall 
be  ascertained  by  an  Extract  from  the  Re¬ 
cords  of  the  Faculty,  subscribed  by  their  Clerk, 
and  I  dispense  with  any  other  more  formal  or 
legal  mode  of  proof  of  these  facts,  upon  which 
it  might  be  competent  for  me  to  insist. 

7.  If  a  Country  Licentiate  becomes  a 
Member  of  Faculty  at  the  time  he  begins  to 
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practise  in  the  City  or  suburbs,  he  shall,  ipso 
facto ,  be  discharged  from  this  obligation. 

8.  Town  Licentiates  shall  be  eligible  to  be 
Members  of  Faculty,  during  the  three  years 
immediately  following  the  date  of  their  Di¬ 
ploma  as  Town  Licentiates,  whether  they 
were  originally  so,  or  afterwards  had  their 
Country  Diplomas  changed  into  Town  ones.* 

9.  If  any  person  has  been  taken  on  trial 
for  admission  to  the  Faculty,  or  for  a  Diploma, 
and  has  been  found  unqualified,  he  shall  not 
again  be  taken  upon  trials  till  six  months 
thereafter,  and  if  he  should  a  second  time  be 
found  unqualified,  he  shall  not  be  again  ex¬ 
amined  till  twelve  months  after  his  second 
trial. 

10.  A  person  desiring  to  be  Licensed  as  a 
Pharmacian  only,  must  produce  documents 


*  The  Faculty  have  on  several  occasions  dispensed 
with  this  law,  and  Licentiates  of  more  than  three  years’ 
standing  have  been  admitted  Members  of  Faculty,  upon 
their  paying  a  composition  on  the  Freedom  fine,  as  in  the 
following  Chapter. 
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to  prove  that  he  has  had  sufficient  opportuni¬ 
ties  of  instruction — must  undergo  an  exam¬ 
ination  as  to  his  knowledge  of  the  principles 
and  practice  of  Pharmacy,  and  must  exhibit 
to  the  Examinators  compound  medicines,  as 
specimens  of  his  skill  in  the  art.  These  things 
being  done,  the  Candidate,  upon  taking  the 
oath,  and  paying  the  fee  of  Three  Guineas, 
shall  receive  a  Diploma,  *  authorizing  him  to 
practise  Pharmacy  in  the  Faculty’s  bounds. 

11.  Midwives  may  be  licensed  to  practise 
that  art  within  the  Faculty’s  bounds,  upon 
undergoing  an  examination  as  to  their  skill, 
and  paying  the  fee  of  One  Guinea  for  their 
Diploma.

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CHAPTER  VI. 

FREEDOM  FINE. 

1.  The  Freedom  fine  to  all  Candidates  under 
twenty-six  years  of  age,  and  entering  the  first 
year  of  their  practice  in  town,  shall  be  £150. 


2.  Members  entering  shall  pay  a  compen¬ 
sation  for  their  age,  consisting  of  compound 
interest  for  every  entire  year  they  are  above 
twenty-five,  according  to  the  following

3.  Members  entering,  having  practised  in 
the  City  or  suburbs  for  more  than  twelve 
months  before  their  entry,  shall  pay  a  com¬ 
pensation  above  the  ordinary  fine,  each  entire 
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year  of  such  practice  being  counted  as  a  year 
above  twenty-five. 

4.  It  is  however  understood,  that  no  more 
years  either  of  age  or  practice  can  be  charged 
at  this  rate,  than  backward  to  the  time  (1816) 
when  the  Freedom  fine  was  raised  to  £150. 
The  sum  to  be  paid  by  the  Candidate  in  this 
case  shall  be  £150,  together  with  the  com¬ 
pound  interest,  or  what  was  the  actual  Free¬ 
dom  fine  at  the  date  of  his  supposed  entry, 
and  also  on  ail  the  augmentations  from  the 
time  they  were  enacted  by  the  Faculty  to  the 
date  of  his  real  entry. 

5.  These  rules  apply  to  all  Practitioners, 
Physicians,  Army  and  Navy  Surgeons,  and 
both  Town  and  Country  Licentiates  of  Fa¬ 
culty. 

6.  No  person  who,  after  having  been  regu¬ 
larly  summoned  for  examination,  has  practised 
Surgery  in  any  part  of  the  bounds  described 
in  the  Charter,  without  a  Faculty  License, 
(Army  and  Navy  Surgeons  excepted,)  shall 
be  allowed  to  become  a  Member  of  Faculty, 
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Freedom  unless  he  pay  to  the  fund  a  compensation  for 
his  License,  (a  Town  or  Country  one  as  the 
case  may  be,)  consisting  of  the  Diploma  fee, 
and  interest  thereon  from  the  time  of  his  be¬ 
ginning  so  to  practise. 
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CHAPTER  VII. 

PENSIONERS. 

1.  On  the  first  Monday  of  November  an-  Pensioners 
nually,  the  Faculty  may  grant  for  the  follow- 

ing  year.  Pensions  to  decayed  Members  or 
their  destitute  families. 

2.  When  a  Petition  for  a  Pension  is  rejected, 
no  new  Petition  can  be  received  until  next 
enrolment. 

3.  Every  Petition  for  enrolment  as  a  Pen¬ 
sioner,  must  first  be  referred  to  the  Collector’s 
Committee,  who  shall  examine  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  case,  and  report  to  the  Faculty.

OF 


WIDOWS’  FUND. 


The  Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Glasgow,  having  at  a  Meeting  held  by  them 
on  the  eighth  day  of  June,  1792,  adopted 
certain  Rules  and  Regulations  for  raising  a 
Fund  of  Provision  for  their  Widows  and 
Children,  they,  in  terms  of  an  Act  of  Parlia¬ 
ment,  passed  in  the  33d  year  of  the  reign  of  Preamble, 
his  late  Majesty  George  III.  called,  <c  An  Act 
for  the  Encouragement  and  Relief  of  Friendly 
Societies ,”  procured  these  Rules  and  Regula¬ 
tions,  to  be  confirmed  by  His  Majesty’s  Jus¬ 
tices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Lanark, 
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on  the  eighteenth  day  of  August,  1794.  At 
a  General  Meeting  of  the  said  Faculty,  called 
in  terms  of  the  said  Act  of  Parliament,  held 
on  the  fourth  day  of  October,  1802,  for 
considering  certain  alterations  and  amend¬ 
ments  to  the  said  Regulations,  the  Meeting 
did,  in  virtue  of  the  powers  contained  in  the 
said  Act,  expunge,  rescind,  and  annul  some 
of  these  Regulations,  and  enacted  new  ones 
in  their  place.  The  Regulations  so  altered, 
amended,  and  approved  by  the  Faculty,  were 
duly  admitted,  allowed,  and  confirmed  by  the 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  in  terms  of  the  said  Act 
of  Parliament,  at  Glasgow,  the  nineteenth  day 
of  October,  1802. 


Preamble 

continued. 


Since  that  period,  the  Faculty  have  judged 
it  proper,  at  different  times,  to  make  various 
alterations  and  additions  to  the  rules  and  pro¬ 
visions  formerly  established  ;  and  therefore,  at 
a  General  Meeting,  called  in  terms  of  the 
aforesaid  Act,  and  held  in  their  Hall  here, 
the  third  day  of  April,  1820,  they  having 
carefully  considered  the  same,  did  by  virtue 
of  the  powers  in  said  Act,  alter  and  amend 
the  said  Regulations,  and  reduced  them  to 
their  present  form.  In  consequence  of  these 
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alterations  and  additions,  the  said  Faculty  are 
desirous,  that  the  Regulations,  as  they  now 
stand  approved  by  the  Faculty,  should  be 
confirmed  of  new  by  His  Majesty’s  Justices 
of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Lanark;  which 
Rules  and  Regulations  are  as  follows,  viz. 


Mt&uUtiow. 

-  I.  The  free  stock  of  the  Fund,  amounting, 
on  the  15th  of  May,  1819,  to  £15,061  :  5  :  4, 
together  with  all  the  payments  provided  for 
in  the  following  Rules,  is  chargeable  with 
annuities  to  widows,  and,  where  no  widow  is 
left,  with  a  provision  for  children,  according 
to  two  different  rates :  First  rate  annuity, 
Fifty  Pounds ;  Second  rate,  Thirty-seven 
Pounds  Ten  Shillings.  The  provision  to 
children,  where  there  is  no  widow,  shall  be 
a  sum  equal  to  six  years  of  the  mother’s  an¬ 
nuity,  respectively ;  that  is,  Three  Hundred 
Pounds  for  the  first  rate,  and  Two  Hundred 
and  Twenty-five  Pounds  for  the  second  rate. 

II.  These  annuities  shall  be  payable  at  the 
term  of  Whitsunday,  immediately  after  the 

H 
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husband’s  death.  If  the  husband  die  after 
the  preceding  Martinmass,  the  widow  shall 
receive,  on  the  fifteenth  of  May,  one  year’s 
annuity  ;  if  before  Martinmass,  one  year’s  an¬ 
nuity  and  a  half.  The  provision  to  children, 
to  be  paid  the  first  Whitsunday  after  the  fa¬ 
ther’s  death,  in  one  sum,  without  any  deduc¬ 
tion  on  the  score  of  interest. 

III.  A  Member’s  title  to  be  ranked  on  the 
first  rate,  shall  depend  on  his  continuing  to 
pay,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  of  May,  Two 
Pounds  Five  Shillings  yearly,  being  Eleven 
Shillings  and  Threepence  quarterly,  com¬ 
mencing  from  the  date  of  his  entry.  It  is, 
however,  expressly  provided,  that  if  this  an¬ 
nual  payment  is  not  made  at  the  term,  a  fine 
of  the  legal  interest  shall  be  chargeable  for  a 
full  year ;  if  not  paid  at  next  term,  a  fine  of 
the  legal  interest  shall  be  chargeable  for  two 
years ;  and,  if  it  is  allowed  to  remain  unpaid 
for  three  years,  then  the  Member  shall  lose 
the  benefit  of  what  he  has  already  paid,  and 
shall  fall  into  the  second  rate,  as  if  he  had 
never  been  an  annual  Contributor,  and  shall 
never,  on  any  pretence  whatever,  be  replaced 
in  his  former  situation. 
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IV.  Every  future  Member  of  the  Faculty 
shall  pay  into  the  fund  two-thirds  of  his  free¬ 
dom  fine,  the  remaining  third  being  paid  into 
the  public  fund  of  the  Faculty ;  and,  if  he  in¬ 
clines  to  become  an  annual  Contributor,  he 
shall  declare  his  election  the  day  of  his  en¬ 
try,  and  shall  have  no  right  of  change  to  an 
higher  rate  afterwards.  An  entrant  selecting 
the  first  rate,  if  above  twenty-five  years  of 
age,  shall,  besides  the  annual  rate,  commenc¬ 
ing  from  the  day  of  his  entry,  pay,  along 
with  his  original  contribution,  a  compensa¬ 
tion  for  bygone  rates,  according  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing

V.  That  no  payment  shall  be  made  to  wi¬ 
dows  or  children  of  the  first  class,  until  their 
respective  husbands  or  fathers  shall  have  contri¬ 
buted  ten  annual  rates,  or  until  such  widows  or 
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Termina¬ 
tion  of 
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Certifi¬ 
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Children  shall  make  payment  to  the  Trustees  of 
a  sum  equal  to  the  deficient  rates,  by  deducting 
from  the  annuity  of  widows,  or  from  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  children,  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of 
the  deficiency,  provided  that  no  more  than 
F our  Pounds  Seven  Shillings  and  Sixpence  be 
deducted  in  one  year  from  any  widow. 

VI.  That  all  annuities  shall  cease,  on  the 
death  or  marriage  of  a  widow,  without  any 
claim  for  arrears,  as  the  payments  are  made  in 
advance ,  but  the  childi’en  of  Contributors 
shall  receive  the  reversion  of  their  mother’s 
annuities,  that  is,  six  years’  annuity,  respec¬ 
tively,  after  deducting  what  the  mother  has 
already  received. 

VII.  That,  on  the  first  day  of  March,  or  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  death  of  a  Contribu¬ 
tor,  if  he  die  after  the  first  day  of  March,  his 
widow  shall  produce  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Trus¬ 
tees,  a  certificate  of  her  marriage,  signed  by  a 
Minister  and  Elder  of  the  established  church, 
if  she  reside  in  Scotland ;  if  not,  by  the  Judge 
Ordinary,  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the 
bounds;  and  every  year  afterwards,  on  the 
twelfth  day  of  May,  a  certificate  of  her  being 
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in  life,  and  continuing  the  widow  of  the  de¬ 
ceased  Contributor,  signed  in  the  same  man¬ 
ner  ;  and  every  family  of  children,  where  there 
is  no  widow,  shall  produce,  on  the  first  day  of 
March,  or  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  death 
of  their  father,  a  certificate,  signed  as  above, 
of  their  being  children  born  in  lawful  wedlock. 

VIII.  The  annuities  payable  to  the  widows,  Payments 

,  .  .  .  purely  all- 

and  the  provisions  payable  to  the  children  of  mentary. 
Contributors,  as  aforesaid,  are  hereby  express¬ 
ly  declared  to  be  purely  alimentary,  and  shall 
not  be  liable  to  any  diligence  to  be  used  by 
their  creditors,  but  shall,  notwithstanding  such 
diligence,  arrestment,  or  attachment,  be  paid 
to  the  widows  themselves,  or  their  order,  or 
to  the  tutors  and  curators  of  the  said  child  or 
children,  or  to  their  heirs,  executors,  or  assig¬ 
nees  ;  and  if  the  child  or  children  have  no  tu¬ 
tors  or  curators,  then  the  provision  to  which 
they  are  entitled  shall  be  paid  to  such  person 
or  persons  as  shall  be  named  for  receiving  the 
same,  by  the  Trustees  for  managing  the  fund, 
to  be  applied  for  behoof  of  such  child  or  chil¬ 
dren,  respectively. 

IX.  That  if,  in  any  one  year,  the  annual  Stock  in¬ 

violable. 
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income,  (exclusive  of  entries,  and  aids  from  the 
Faculty  Fund,)  consisting  of  interest  of  stock, 
and  rates  paid  by  Contributors,  shall  not  be 
equal  to  the  demands  upon  it  for  that  year,  it 
shall  be  competent  for  the  Trustees  to  deduct, 
from  the  children’s  provision  first,  and  then 
from  the  annuities,  such  a  sum  as  shall  reduce 
the  expenditure  to  the  income,  this  deduction 
being  again  repaid,  with  interest,  out  of  the 
surplus  of  next  year,  or  of  any  year  thereafter, 
when  there  shall  be  a  surplus. 

Meetingof  x.  That  the  Members  of  the  Faculty  re- 

Contribu-  ' 

tors.  siding  in  Glasgow,  shall  be  the  sole  managers 
of  the  Fund ;  and  that  no  business  connected 
with  the  Fund  shall  be  transacted,  unless  at 
a  Meeting  of  Contributors  expressly  called, 
each  Member  being  regularly  warned  to  such 
Meeting,  by  billets  left  at  his  dwelling-house 
or  shop,  at  least  two  days  before.  No  new 
regulation  shall  be  binding,  unless  proposed 
at  a  previous  regular  Meeting,  and  agreed  to 
by  three-fourths  of  the  Members  present  at 
the  Meeting,  when  it  is  enacted.  It  shall  re¬ 
quire  two-thirds  of  the  Members  present  at  a 
regular  Meeting,  to  admit  any  new  Contri¬ 
butor  ;  but  the  lending  or  uplifting  of  money 
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belonging  to  the  Fund,  may  be  determined 
by  a  simple  majority  of  votes.  The  Preses 
of  the  Meeting,  besides  his  deliberative  vote, 
shall  have  a  casting  vote,  when  the  matter 
cannot  be  decided  by  the  votes  of  the  Mem¬ 
bers,  according  to  the  regulations  of  this  Ar¬ 
ticle. 

XI.  That  the  Trustees  for  managing  the 
Fund,  shall  consist  of  six  Contributors,  be¬ 
sides  the  Collector  of  the  ordinary  Fund  of 
the  Faculty,  who  shall  be  a  Trustee,  ex  officio . 
Of  these  Trustees,  four  shall  be  a  quorum ,  and 
they  shall  have  full  power  to  elect  a  Preses  at 
every  Meeting,  who,  as  Preses,  shall  have  a 
casting  vote  in  cases  of  equality,  besides  his 
vote  as  Trustee.  They  shall  hold  two  stated 
Meetings  in  each  year,  the  first  to  be  held  on 
the  second  Tuesday  of  March,  for  making  up 
a  list  of  the  widows  that  then  come  on  the 
Fund  for  the  first  time,  and  of  the  children 
entitled  to  provisions  at  the  Whitsunday 
thereafter,  which  list  shall  be  open  to  the  in¬ 
spection  of  all  the  Contributors,  in  the  hands 
of  the  Clerk  to  the  Trustees.  The  second 
Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  14th  day  of  May 
yearly,  when,  if  no  objections  are  made  to  any 
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claimants  on  the  Fund,  the  widows  and  chil¬ 
dren  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  their  annuities 
and  provisions  accordingly.  The  Trustees 
may  hold  such  occasional  Meetings  as  circum¬ 
stances  may  require,  which  the  Preses  of  the 
preceding  Meeting,  either  of  himself  or  upon 
application  of  any  two  of  their  number,  shall 
have  power  to  call.  The  six  following  Con¬ 
tributors,  Mr.  William  Couper,  Dr.  Robert 
Freer,  Dr.  Thomas  Brown,  Dr.  John  Nimmo, 
Dr.  James  Corkindale,  and  Dr.  Alexander 
Panton,  shall  be  Trustees,  until  the  first  Mon¬ 
day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty  years.  At  that  time,  the  two  first  of 
these  Trustees  shall  go  out  of  office,  and  two 
new  ones  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  at  the  first 
regular  Meeting  in  June  preceding,  to  fill  up 
their  places,  and  so  on  yearly,  the  two  eldest 
Trustees  always  going  out  in  July,  two  new 
ones  having  been  chosen  at  the  June  Meeting 
preceding,  to  fill  up  their  places. 

XII.  That,  notwithstanding  the  above  ge¬ 
neral  rule,  if  a  majority  of  the  Faculty  incline 
to  continue  any  Trustee  in  office,  they  shall 
be  at  liberty  to  do  so ;  which  Trustee  shall 
be  considered  as  the  youngest  on  the  list,  and 
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shall  continue  in  office  during  the  same  period 
as  if  he  had  been  then  elected  for  the  first 
time.  That,  if  a  vacancy  shall  happen,  by 
the  death  or  demission  of  any  of  the  Trustees, 
or  by  one  of  the  Trustees  becoming  Collector 
of  Faculty,  or  in  any  other  manner,  another 
shall,  at  next  public  Meeting,  be  elected  in 
his  place;  it  being  always  understood,  that 
at  least  four  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  annual 
Contributors,  and  no  election  of  a  Trustee 
shall  be  made,  but  at  a  general  Meeting  of 
Contributors,  called  as  in  Article  X. 

XIII.  That  the  Trustees  shall  choose  from 
among  their  number,  a  Clerk  and  Collector, 
which  offices  may  be  held  by  the  same  per¬ 
son,  to  continue  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
Trustees  ;  and  that  the  said  Clerk  and  Collec¬ 
tor  shall  be  allowed  to  get  regular  books,  the 
Clerk  for  recording  the  sederunts  of  the  Trus¬ 
tees,  and  the  Collector  for  showing  a  state  of 
the  Fund  under  his  management;  which  books 
shall  be  always  open  to  the  inspection  of  all 
the  Contributors:  and  the  Collector  shall  have 
power  to  carry  on  all  suits  for  the  recovery  of 
the  funds,  and  shall  subscribe  all  the  receipts 
for  the  annual  rates,  and  shall  retain  at  the 
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sight  and  direction  of  the  Trustees,  from  the 
widows’  annuities  or  from  the  children’s  pro¬ 
visions,  such  sums  as  shall  be  due  by  their 
respective  husbands  or  fathers,  which  have 
not  been,  or  cannot  be  recovered  from  them, 
upon  assigning  to  such  widow  or  children  re¬ 
spectively  such  debt.  That  the  Collector,  on 
his  admission  to  the  office,  shall  take  the  oath 
de  jideli ,  to  be  administered  to  him  by  the 
Preses  of  the  Trustees,  and  shall  grant  bond, 
with  a  sufficient  cautioner,  not  a  Contributor, 
to  the  Trustees,  to  the  extent  of  One  Hun¬ 
dred  Pounds  sterling,  for  the  faithful  dis¬ 
charge  of  his  trust ;  and  that  the  Collector 
shall  exhibit  to  the  Contributors,  at  the  Ge¬ 
neral  Meeting,  to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday 
of  July  yearly,  a  state  of  the  funds  under  his 
management,  and  an  account  of  the  sums  re¬ 
ceived  by  him  for  the  preceding  year,  and  the 
application  of  the  same,  and  shall  furnish  every 
Contributor  with  a  printed  copy  thereof; 
which  Meeting  shall  have  full  power  to  audit 
and  pass  the  said  accounts,  and  discharge  him 
and  his  surety  of  the  same. 

XIV.  That  the  foresaid  stock,  and  all  ad¬ 
ditions  to  be  made  to  it,  shall  be  lent  out  by 
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the  Trustees,  on  the  best  securities  they  shali 
be  able  to  procure,  and  at  as  high  a  rate  of 
interest  as  possible ;  they  having  obtained  the 
concurrence  of  a  Meeting  of  the  Contributors, 
called  as  in  Article  X.  for  that  purpose ;  and 
that  the  bonds  and  securities  for  the  same,  be 
taken  payable  to  the  said  Trustees,  or  any 
four  of  them,  and  to  their  successors  in  office ; 
and  the  said  Trustees  for  the  time,  or  any  four 
of  them,  shall  have  power  to  uplift,  assign,  and 
discharge  the  said  bonds,  and  other  securities, 
and  to  sue  out  all  manner  of  execution  neces¬ 
sary,  for  receiving  payment  thereof,  or  con¬ 
cerning  the  same;  but  expressly  providing, 
that  such  stock,  or  any  additions  to  be  made 
to  it,  above  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Pounds 
sterling,  shall  not  be  uplifted  or  again  lent  out, 
except  as  in  the  following  Article,  without 
the  concurrence  of  a  Meeting  of  Contributors, 
called  as  in  Article  X. ;  and  that  no  part  of 
the  stock  shall  be  lent  to  any  Contributor, 
except  on  unquestionable  heritable  security. 

XV.  That  a  cash  account  be  opened  with 
one  of  the  Glasgow  Banks,  in  name  of  the 
Trustees,  to  which  account  the  Collector  shall 
pay  all  sums  of  money  received  by  him;  that 
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the  money  so  deposited,  shall  be  uplifted  only 
by  drafts,  signed  by  two  Trustees,  along  with 
the  Collector.  The  Bank  account  shall  be 
settled  annually,  at  the  time  the  Collector 
closes  his  transactions  for  the  year,  which  set¬ 
tlement  shall  be  examined  by  the  Trustees, 
when  they  audit  and  pass  the  annual  account, 
and  their  doquet  shall  expressly  bear  that  the 
whole  balance  is  lodged  in  the  Bank,  in  name 
of  the  Trustees  for  next  year ;  and  it  shall  be 
competent  for  any  Contributor,  at  the  Public 
Meeting  in  July,  to  call  for  an  inspection  of 
the  Bank  account ;  and  no  excuse  on  the  part 
of  the  Collector,  shall  be  held  sufficient  for 
not  producing  it. 

XVI.  I  he  public  Fund  of  the  Faculty 
shall  be  at  the  expense  of  the  management  of 
the  Fund,  such  sums  being  allowed  to  the 
Clerk  and  Collector,  at  the  General  Meeting 

in  July,  as  may  have  been  expended  in  said 
management.
